■ V^^M^ESS tltlèd .'The Litera- 
ture of the Holy Grail" was de- 
livered last night" to the St. James 
Lltcrarj' Society, by Professor George 
M. Brewer, organist at the Church of 
the Messiah, prominent musician and 
Kuthorlly^p pM^ and 
orlgbis. Besides extensive' reading, Mr. 
Brewer has traveled in Europe doing 
research work along these same Unes. 

The legend surrounding the Holy 
Grail Is best known popularly through 
the works , and writings of three men 
^^l^^^son 'and Wagner. The 
Ifimmandlng stories by these 
men may be found in the Morte d'Ar- 
thur, the Idylls of the King and the 
opcr8:,I^rslfaI. All these and other 
wrR:ngs|:i^re based who^j^gg^p artUJly ' 
,'-^ujpi'|fiNtfI]r'-''legcnd^ 
' ^Hoi^siOwill and the quMf-fw^lt by 
«rrant-knights. 

Grail Described 
Hier earliest traces In literature of 
the story, said Mr. Brewer, go back to 
the late twelfth and early ttiirteenth 
centuries, , from.. the period roughly 
1170-1330, whleli flgured ^as the era 
for a; cycle of xnetrieal romancet by 
both French and German pdeta aiid 
authors. These are not always clear 
concerning the exact form of the 
Qrall, except that It to a" magle élitalltei 
nian enaiottns thé ; loie . of 
cmitting^ft bright : l ifetjijàrcwt iiàtor 
llfe-giv^v'. propertlM, 

There are current three divergent 
views In modem critical circles regard- 
ing these legends, Brewer pointed out 
in the course of. his lecture, and each 
has 1^ own particular exponent. One 
set holds to the theory tl»t the story 
of the Orall came originally from an- 
cient folk-lore and has ; been trans- 
formed by Christian symbolism Into 
the modem concept.

"He 
preached the docfânotb' 0«1 who 
cared with all the sôucîtude of a lov- 
ing father for hto people." 

Propheeles Fulfilled 

The predictions of doom set forth 
by these tw ojbÉwifs oon fûlfiUed. as 
evfl days feUfnpeni»Xsnel, and several 
of the tribes were conquered. - The 
prophetic genius then manifeste^ It- 
self to the Southem kingdom which 
brought forth an Iwlah. Hto writings 
are amongst the masterpieces of world 
literature; hto ideas, the forerunners 
of many thoughts expressed by later 
^te^s. Though an aristocrat by birth, 
he declaimed against the abuses which 
hto own class tolerated and furthered. 
The beauty of Umguage, the vigour bf

Isaiah preached that Israel was a 
"chosen people" in the sense that it 
had .a, great mission to fulfill, more 
exacttog duties to bear.
